Mr. Keeley had said 
among other things, that it was as- 
tonishing commentary on the ethics 
of one of the greatest industries in 
the world—that its business integ- 
rity was at so low an eb-b that news- 
papers have to submit to third de- 
gree to have established which, if 
any of them, are telling the truth 
about what they have to sell. 
Mr. Wiley regretted "the unwar- 
ranted severity" of Mr. Keeley's "at- 
tack 
upon a reputable 
business, 
a business as honestly conducted as 
any other in this broad land. 
The 
standard of ethics in the newspaper 
calling is as high 
as that in any 


other." 
Continuing Mr. Wiley said: 
"The recent demands of an ad- 
vertising association to a newspaper 
to submit to 
an examination 
of 
their books and press 
rooms for 
verification 
of their 
circulation 
statements or upon refusal, forfeit 
advertising orders, 
have 
not met 


with encouragement from many self- 
respecting newspaper publishers. 


"If an advertiser is in doubt about 
the value of a newspaper's circula- 
tion it is his privilege and duty to 
seek information in any way he can 
obtain it; but it is an insult to the 
newspaper to ask it to submit to an 
examination of its books and to sug- 
gest that a certificate of the. associa- 
tion will be supplied if the statement 
o"f the newspaper is found to be true. 
"Advertisers have 
not 
been de- 


frauded by the rates charged them 
for newspaper advertising but hun- 
dreds 
of 
newspapers 
have been 


wrecked and 
fortunes 
have been 


spent in the effort to print newspa- 
pers and to sell advertising space 
at the comparatively small 
rates 
charged." 


The speaker attacked the law to 


enforce the publication of circulation 
statement as fraught with great dan- 
ger and he hoped that the supreme 
court would declare it unconstitu- 
tional.

"That is the root of it," he con- 


tinued, "plain and 
affidavit lying 


and with the lie there goes neces- 
sarily, hand in hand, secrecy, sub- 
terfuge, lack of 
co-operation 
and 


trouble for the advertiser who can- 
not distinguish between the state- 
ment of the honest publisher and the 
statement of the dishonest publisher. 


"It is a strange commentary—yes, 


an astonishing commentary on the 
ethics of one of the greatest inter- 
ests in the world-—that its business 
integrity is at so low an ebb that 
newspapers, before they can market 
their merchandise have to submit to 
the third degree to have established 
•which, if aoy of them, are telling 
the truth about what they have to 
sell. 


"What would your tailor say, if 


when you purchase a suit of clothes 
you should insist on submitting to 
chemical analysis the cloth of which 
the suit is to be constructed? What 
would a -jeweler think, a reputable 
jeweler, if a customer insisted on 
testing with acid and file the article 
that he was buying? 
What would 


any reputable mervhant say if his 
goods were analyzed, tested and oth- 
erwise inspected before 
they were 
purchased? 


"And 
yet, this in the situation in 


the publication field todav, and this 
situation, humiliating HS it is to the 
honest publisher, 
and

and troublesome to the advertiser, 
is due larfcelv, yes, whollv, to the 
newspmrwrs themselves.

Washington, June 10.—Lawyers 


who gathered today before the Su- 
preme Court to listen 'io the appli- 
cation of the principles laid down 
by Justice Hughes in the Minnesota 
rate cases and applying to the rate 
cases from Missouri, Arkansas, Ken- 
tucky, Oregon and 
West Virginia, 


were of the opinion that rate mak- 
ing, both in the states and before the 
federal government, should 
be re- 


duced to a 
much 
more 
accurate 


basis than ever before. 


All sorts of opinions prevailed as 


to where the victory rested in the 
Minnesota 
decisions. 
Minnesota 


state officials in dispatches express- 
ed their pleasure over the result and 
Attorney General 
McReynolds and 


members of the interstate commerce 
commission said they were fully sat- 
isfied. 
The prospect of congress taking 


charge of state rates affecting inter- 
state commerce indirectly lent en- 
couragement to the railroads that 
tbey -would escape from regulation 
by forty-eight state commissions. 


The attempt of railroads to estab- 


lish the cost of reproducing 
their 


property new as equivalent to the 
"fair' value" on which they -were en- 
titled to earn rates was regarded as 
doomed. The federal court in Min- 
nesota adopted that basis. It allow- 
ed the railroads to multiply the nor- 
mal market value of land by two in 
order to arrive at the cost of re- 
producing new a righ't of way out- 
side of the three big cities in that 
state. 


Justice Hughes held 
that there 


was no place for hypothetical multi- 
pliers in fixing the "fair value" of 
railroad property 
upon which the 


public must pay a return and that 
railroads ought to be satisfied if a 
"fair average market 
price" 
was 


given their land, 
free 
from 
any 


hypothetical additions. 
That would 


allow railroads to enjoy the benefit 
of the general 
prosperity 
of 
the 


country by receiving a return 
not 


only upon their original investment 
but on the increase in the value of 
their investment. 
"Where the inquiry is as to 'the 


fair value of the 
property," 
said 


Justice Hughes, "in order to deter- 
mine the reasonableness of the 
re- 


turn allowed by the 
rate 
making 


power, it is not admissable to at- 
tribute to (he property owned by the 
carriers a speculative increment of 
value, over the amount invested ii| 
it and beyond the value of similar 
property owned by others solely by 
reason of the fact that it is used in 
the public service. 
That would be 


to disregard the essential conditions 
of the public use, and to make the 
public use destructive of the public 
right." 
Several times the "reproduction 


cost now" theory of valuation 
has 


been urged upon the interstate com- 
merce commission as 
the 
proper 


basis for rate making. 
One of the 


instances was in the advance sought 
by western railroads about two years 
ago. 


The commission refrained 
from 


establishing a basis, waiting for the 
Supreme court to pave tho way.

Washington, .nine 10.—The supreme 


court today refused to reviewjthe de- 
cision of the Ohio federal courts which 
in effect held that contracts between 
the United States Telephone company 
with some three hundred telephone 
exchanges in Ohio, Indiana, and Illi- 
nois towns were not entorcible Be- 
cause they were in violation of the 
anti-trust laws. 


Washington, June 10.—Porter Charl- 


ton must return to Italy to answer the 
charge of having murdered his wife in 
June, 1910, at LaKe Cornea. The su- 
preme court so directed today. 


After discussing 
the insanity plea 
the justice took up the main point in 
the case whether, under the treaty of 
lt>68 an American citizen could be ex- 
tradicted to Italy for a crime commit- 
ted there, particularly since Italy will 
not extradite its subjects for crimes 
here. The refusal to surrender citi- 
zens for extradition, the justice said, 
was of modern origin. Some of the 
American treaties provided, he added, 
that citizens shall not be extradited, 
while the others are silent. 


"The conclusion 
is" said Justice 


Lurton, "that this government making 
exception, in some treaties that it 
would not 
extradite 
its citizens, 


shows it was fully aware that there 
was no exception in favor of citizens 
in other treaties where the exception 
was made, as the- treaty with Italy. 


"We come to ttie question whether 
the treaty is no longer binding on the 
United States because Italy has re- 
fused to surrender up its subjects." 


Justice Lurton reviewed at length 


the correspondence between the United 
(States and 
Italian 
governments re- 


garding the attitude of the two gov- 
ernments. He pointed out that it was 
conceded that 
crimes committed in 


Italy were not justifiable in the United 
States so if extracliction were not 
granted, the criminals would go un- 
punished. 
Crimes committed in the 


United States headed, were justifiable 
in Italy. 
According to international 


law he held that the treaty by reason 
of Italy's course had not become void 
but merely voidable at the option of 
the American government.

This has led the 
authorities to believe that the body 
of the woman is that of Mrs. Wil- 
liam Forrest, of LaGrange, O., as 
she was last seen with Steele cross- 
ing to the Kentucky shore on De- 
cember 1 4 last. 


The manner in which the couple 


came to't&eir death continues to be 
a mystery. 
Both bodies 
were de- 


composed to such an extent that it 
was estimated they had been -with- 
out life for six months. 


The theory advanced Is that the 


couple had gone to_.B.Je_ep_beside the 
road and had frozen to death, inas- 
much as the man's overcoat and the 
woman's furs were found thrown 
over the bodies, while the 
man's 


head was resting on the arm of the 
woman. 


Both Steele 
and 
Mrs. 
Forrest 


were prominent ire this section and 
their simultaneous departure 
last 


December caused a flurry in social 
circles here, Forrest filed suit for di- 
vorce against his wife charging that 
she eloped with Steele. 


A coroner's jury returned a ver- 


dict that the body of 
the woman 


was that of Mrs. Edith Forrest, wife 
of Andrew Forrest, and that she and 
Steele were murdered by a party or 
parties unknown. It was found that 
the man's skull was crushed in sev- 
eral places and that, he 
had 
been 


shot through the right side, while 
the skull of the woman1 had 
been 


shattered 
into 
fragments. 
The 


man's watch and quite a large sum 
of money he is said to 
have had 


when he disappeared, were missing. 
His pocketbook was found 
on 
the 


body, but it was empty. 


The husband of Mrs Forrest was 


expected in town today. Steele was 
46 years of age, and the father of 
twelve children. 
Mrs. Forrest was

SUPREME COURT RULING 


Will Have Weighty Bearing 
in Pending Cases in Frank- 
lin County Against For- 


mer State Treasurers 


—Other Decisions.

Columbus, June 10.—State 
officials 


who pocketed interest on public funds 
wbich they loaned out contrary to law 
may be compelled to disgorge this in- 
terest. 


A decision by the supreme court to- 


day in a Darke county case Indicates 
that the state can recover money so 
retained by such officials. 
In this case the supreme court re- 


verses not only the common pleas and 
circuit courts of Darke county, but al- 
so itself. The decision is of great im- 
portance. 
The opinion in the case was written! 
by Judge R. M. Wanainaker, and it is 
concurred in by all the other members 
of the court, including Chief Justice 
John A. Shauek, who formerly held 
the other way when supreme court 
gave the decision it now reverses. 


The decision was given in the case 


of Ohio on relation of Prosecuting At- 
torney John F. Maher against Ezra 
Baker to recover $497.75 paid Baker 
for a ditch improvement work al- 
leged to have not been performed. 
The prosecutor 
charged 
that the 


bill was "false, fraudulent and ficti- 
tious, and avers that Darke county 
received no services, property or other 
things of value from Baker, and he 
asks that the county be given judg- 
ment against him for the money he 
received." 
The decision given by the court in- 


terprets section 2921 of the general 
code relative to misapplication of pub- 
lic funds in the 
hands of 
county 


treasurers 
or 
belonging 
to 
the 


county. 


Judge Wanamaker, in the opinion, 
declares that the design and purpose 
of this law is to protect the public in 
its contracts, property and moneys. 


Baker's attorneys contend that the 


money paid him was not public money 
because it was paid by property own- 
ers benefited by the 
ditch improve- 


ment, and that, therefore, the county 
had no right to sue for recovery of, 
the money. 


"Title to those 
moneys 
must be 


somewhere and in somebody," says the 
opinion written by Judge Wanamaker. 
"It is not in the contributors to the 
fund. 
Where else can it be than in 


the county, or its agent, the county 
treasurer?" 


"If agents in the transaction of pri- 


vate business use their power against 
their principals, interests, we know 
what speedity happens. Why should 
there be less fidelity in the transac- 
tion of the public business 
by our 


courts?" 


"Tho 
purpose, phrasing the power 


of the statute all happily combine to 
protect the people's purposes and pro- 
perty and to protect and promote of- 
ficial honosty. Our construction should 
defend and 
not 
defeat 
the sound 


statesmanship of this statute."

Italy, where the woman and her 20- 
yeaf-old husband had been spending 
their honeymoon. Charlton disappear- 
ed, and for a time it was thought that 
he. too, had been murdered. 


Constant^ne Ispolatoff. 
a 
Russian, 


was arrested on suspicion, 
but pro^ 


tested his innocence, ag.d was released". 


On the twenty-third "Chaflton was 


arrested in Hoboken, N. J., as he was 
leaving a steamer. 
He made a re- 


markable confession, in which he ad- 
mitted that he had killed his wife, 
placed the body in a trunk and cast 
it into the lake. 


Charlton was looked up in the Hud- 


son county, X. J., jail, and since then 
a remarkable legal battle has 
been 


waged to prevent his extradition 
to 


Italy. Solitary imprisonnient is Italy's 
punishment tor murderers—a punish- 


ment that in most cases means insan- 
ity or death. 
Judge Paul Charlton. the 
devoted 


and heart-broken father of the bo>ish 
\\ife-murderer. used his influence and 
great legal ability to prevent the ex- 
tradition of his son. 
Or. Allan MeLane 
Hamilton, 
the 


alienist, examined Charlton after his 
arrest, and pronoun-.-ed him insane. At 
the tirst hearing. Federal Judge Blair, 
of New Jerse>, refused to consider the 
insanity plea. 
Counsel for Charltou 


then urged that Italy, by enacting a 
law that no Italian citizens should be 
extradited, had abrogated all obliga- 
tions of the United States to extradite 
its citizens on Italy's demand. Justice 
Dlair overruled this contention, so far 
as the State court was concerned, and 
left its final decision to the 
federal 


authorities. The State Department at 


I Washington next dealt with the case, 
and Secretary Knox decided that Italy j 
was entitled to 
the 
extradition 
of 


Charlton. 
A writ of habeas 
corpus 


was then interposed to prevent 
the 


handing over of Charlton to the agents 
of the^Italian government. 
The case 


then went to the United States Su- 
preme court. 
In the meantime, it has 
been al- 


leged that the confessed slayer of his 
wife is not only insane, but is suf- 
fering from tuberculosis, and could not 
long survive the rigors and terrors of 
solitary 
confinement in 
an 
Italian 


prison.

The Tax Commission Law 


James W. Faulkner in his Enquirer Sunday letter calls attention 


in timely fashion to an effort being made by an organization sail- 
ing under the high sounding name of the State Board of Commerce 
to defeat by the referendum process, the Tax Commission law pass- 
ed by the present legislature. Yet it turns out that four years ago 
this same State Board of Commerce strongly favored the appointive 
Tax Assessor plan, provided in the Tax Commission law, which lit 
now violently opposes. 


The great reform sought by the Tax Commission law is a sys- 


tem by which taxation will be uniform and just to all classes of peo- 
ple and business interests, and at the same time to limit the^rate of 
taxation to the lowest possible mi-nin^im. 
The principle of the one 


per cent tax rate should be preserved as nearly as possible consistent 
with the demands for good government and necessary public im- 
provements. 


The most efficient system that can be adopted and carried out 


for the assessment of property values is what should be favored by 
all fair minded people. If more intelligent and important men !to 
list and appraise the value of property for taxation can be obtained 
by appointments made by a Commission, the average tax payer— 
the public generally—will be the beneficiary.

Mich., Icnown as the "cereal king," 
and one of the most successful em- 
ployers In the country, is an ardent 
exponent of individuality as a fac- 
tor In maintaining a harmonious 
relation between employer and em- 
ployes. 
In an address delivered on 


the occasion of his complimentary 
banquet to the 
National 
Associa- 


tion of 
Manufacturers, in 
Battle 


Creek, May 22, Mr. Post spoke on 
his hobby under the title, "A Peace- 
ful Industrial Family." 


It may be mentioned 
that 
Mr. 


Post's other 
hobby is 
advertising. 


But that has mainly to do with re- 
lation of his products and their con- 
sumers. 
The first mentioned idea 


has as its objects, more harmonious 
relations between employes and en>»» 
ployer, better citizenship and com- 
fortable, clean home life. 


And 
the 
experienced 
observer 


knows that Battle Creek has a repu- 
tation as a town of peaceable, in- 
dustrial conditions, where the pro- 
portion of home-owners is far above 
the average. 
In his address, Mr. Post told the 


manufacturers the why and where- 
fore. 


On the matter of wages he 
ex- 


pressed the opinion that the subject 
of wages should be quickly agreed 
upon and the standard wage of the 
state In which the industry is lo- 
cated should be adopted. 
This, he 


said, should be adjusted from time 
to time as the standard changes. 


Sonje years ago Mr. Post adopted 


a sysfem by which he created sav- 
ings accounts for his employes, giv- 
ing each a monthly bonus of five 
percent on his earnings, after the 
first year. This, he continued during 
the second year. Beginning with the 
third year the bonus is raised to ten 
percent. 
At the end of the second 


year the employe is presented with a 
savings account book containing the 
amount of his bonus which is then 
subject to his personal check. This, 
Mr, 
Post 
maintains, 
encourages 


thrift. 
Then, working on. the basis that 


a home owner is the more valuable 
employe as well as the more sub- 
stantial citizen, he long ago devised 
a plan for placing comfortable home 
property within reach of 
his 
em- 


ployes. This is how he did it, in his 
own language: 
."First, land which then constitu- 


ted a farm, was purchased at $200 
an acre. This was laid out in blocks 
264 feet square, allowing 66 feet for 
streets. 
These blocks were divided 


into lots of 33 feet each fronting on

more de>asUUins 
than at any time 


past.

however, 


aro not condoned a* generally as 
they were in the days jume l>>. You 
know, and I know, that for years a 
circulation statement was generally 
regarded as entitled to the place of 
honor in any joke book. There were 
men, 
the soul of honor in the editor- 


ial conduct of 
their papers, 
\N ho 


would not hesitate to make a sport 
of \eracit> when it came to circula- 
tion."As time rolled 
on, ad\ertisers 


be.san to insist 
on knowing 
what 


they were buying;. 
If they paid for 


•all wool' they did not want shoddy. 
As a result 
various schemes and 


methods were devised for finding out 
if the editor, the man who is sup- 
posed to act 
as leader 
of public 


thought, guardian of public morals, 
exposer of crookedness, and prophet 
of retorm. 
was telling 
the truth. 


Think of the irony of this situation. 
And when I think of it, I do not 
blame the ad\ertiser for accepting 
with a grain of salt any publisher's 
statement, and I also have a certain 
amount of sympathy for the adver- 
tiser who resents editorial criticism 
of the veracity of his 
statements 


when he knows that the profession 
rapping him over the knuckles con- 
tains in its ranks some of the finest 
long and short distance falsifiers on 
earth 
"These men who lie about their 


circulation, who defraud the adver- 
tiser, are just as guilty of obtaining 
money under false pretenses, as is 
the cheap swindler who palms off a 
brass watch on a farmer under the 
pretension that it is gold. 
One of 


these days I hope to see this guilt 
made ecjual under the law. 
If an 


ad\ertiser 
can be 
prosecuted and 


sent to jail for swindling the public, 
the publisher who defrauds the ad- 
vertiser should occupy an adjoining 
cell."At the time I am preparing this 
address, the Supreme Court has not 
passed 
on the 
constitutionality of 


the new postal law. 
I hope that the 


law is held constitutional. 
I hope 


that the government will not hesi- 
tate to prosecute for perjury every 
publisher, be he big or little, who 
makes a false statement regarding 
circulation. 
I hope that 
the law- 


will be so amended that it will be 
made obligatory on the editor, pub- 
lisher or owner," to sign the circula- 
tion affidavit personally. 


"At the present time one in a sub- 


ordinate position can sign the state- 
ment. 
In Germany each newspaper 


has a libel editor. When a libel is 
published, and the paper is brought 
into court, the libel editor assumes 
responsibility and goes to jail. That 
is his job; that is what he is paid 
for. 
We do not want in this coun- 


try circulation editors who, for a sal- 
ary commensurate with 
the -risks 


they run, will take a chance, commit 
perjury, and then act as scapegoat 
for the real criminal. 


"Once the 
real 
circulation liar 


sees the penitentiary doors opening, 
the situation will be clarified. 
The 


honest, truthtelling 
publisher will 


have the menace—and it is a men- 
ace—of 
unscrupulous competition 


removed from his path. 
All publi- 


cations will be on all fours and the 
maker of a. good newspaper will reap 
the reward of his industry, genius 
or whatever you want to call it, and 
the maker of a poor newspaper will 
suffer for his incompetency. 


"If the new postal 
law is held 


constitutional, and a few gentlemen 
go to the penitentiary—and I think 
you can safely trust the newspapers 
of the country to see that perjury 
either is not committed, or if com- 
mitted, punibhed-—then the necessi- 
ty for these examinations, and the 
resultant certificates will cease. 
If 


on the other hand the law is not 
held constitutional, then there must 
be a. radical change in the method 
of examining circulations, if the ad- 
vertiser is not to be swindled and 
the honest publisher is not to be 
handicapped in the method I have 
mentioned, by a dishonest competi- 
tor. 
One method would be to ap- 


point a committee to assist the ex- 
aminer in each city. This committee 
to consist of one representative from 
each of the newspapers in that city 
who permit examinations. The men 
who know moat about circulation are 
the newspaper men themselves. Thej 
not only know the circulations,, bu 
they know the tricks of the cir'c-ula 
tion faker. 
Als,o, jour 
official ex 


animation is not worth one batterec 
red cent if it not supplemented 
r>\ 


an outside examination. Simply in 
sist on knowing how the claimed cir 
filiation is distributed and where i 
goes. 
This, is the proof of the pud 


ding. 
It is easy enough to take i 


census of news dealers and carriers 
in a city or in certain sections there 
of. 
The result of such a census can 


then bo checked against the figure:- 
obtained from each i n d i \ i d u a l news 
Piifier.
